The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 2, 3, 10, 11, 14 and 15 are cancelled. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 2, 3, 10, 

II, 14 and 15 directed to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 2, 3, 10, 11, 
14 and 15 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 4-9, 12, 13 and 16 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of independent claims 1 and 13 are the inclusion of the specific limitations of an 
apparatus to measure volume wherein a partition chamber defining a sealed space disposed 
adjacent to a container including a partition plate for dividing the sealed space and an inner space 
of the container, in combination with an acoustic tube communicating with an additional 
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container containing an object whose volume is to be measured, as well as additionally recited 
elements in combination with the recited elements, as well as employing the specific method 
steps recited in claim 13. As to independent claims 9 and 16, the primary reasons for allowance 
is the inclusion an amplifier of a constant current driving type and the specific functional 
capability of a measuring device for measuring voltage of a voice coil associated with an 
electromotive-type speaker and a calculating device for calculating a volume of an object in a 
container based on the measured voltage, and the method steps recited in claim 16 in 
combination with the recited elements. None of the Prior Art teach these limitations regarding 
the measuring of the voltage from a speaker or a constant current amplifier.
